The amendment proposed by Mr. Cobb 
to Mr. Cox’s substitute was voted down 
viva voce, and the substitute itself received 
but 65 votes in thé aftirmative to 154 in the 
negative. Mr. Cox's request for a yea and 
nay vote was not supported by a sufficient 
humber to secure it.

COLDEST IN YEARS. 


February Breaks Its Previous Record on 
Bitter Weather. 


ALL =THE SOUTH IS SAIVERING 


Snow and High Wind Accompany 
the Howling Blizzard. 


IS THE TIME FOR SKATING 


NOW 


Business Practically Suspended in Galves- 
ton—Florida Vegotabies and Orange 
Trees Threatened. 


Washington, February 7.—The weather 
bureau furnishes the following special bul- 
letin to the press: 

During the past twenty-four hours the 
storm in Louisiana has moved to the south 
Atlantic coast, increasing in intensity and 
the area of high pressure has moved from 
the north of Montana to North Dakota. 
Between North Dakota and the south At- 
lantic coast sharp barometric gradients 
will cause the severest cold wave and low- 
est temperatures ever recorded for the first 
week in February from Arkansas, Ken- 
tucky and Virginia southward, The tem- 
perature in Indian Territory and the north- 
ern portion of Texas and Louisiana has 
fallen 36 to 38 degrees in the past twenty- 
four hours, and is now 40 degrees below 
normal, 

Emergency warning for northeast gales 
and freezing Weather has been sent to 
southern Ijoulsiana and Mississippi, to 
Alabama, Georgia, South Carolina, North 
Carolina and Florida, warning of the de- 
cided freeze in northern Florida—sent last 
night and made more emphatic this morn- 
ing. 

Northwest storm signals were hoisted on 
the gulf coast last night and have been 
hoisted from Jacksonville to New York city 
today, with warning of a decided fall in 
temperature and very severe storm con- 
ditions. 

The Storm in Washington. 

Washington experienced a heavy snow- 
sturm today, with gusts of wind, reminis- 
cent of the blizzard of 1888, This morning 
the thermometer registered 5-degrees above 
and there was a slight raise during the 
day. The weather bureau predicts a fall of 
5 degrees below zero tomorrow morning 
and that the snow will continue. The Po- 
tomac is frozen, and it is feared that the 
thaw will cause a flood. Fears are also ex- 
pressed that the léng bridge, Washington’s 
direct railway connection with the south, 
will be carried away. The districi com- 
missioners will ask congress to appropriate 
$5,000 to clear the river of ice. The snow 
and wind continue tonight and street car 
traffic is much impeded. 

Cork, February 7.—Snow has fallen fif- 
teen hours in southwestern Ireland. Sev- 
eral trains are embedded in drifts and no 
railway in the region is operating regular- 
ly. Communication with Killarney, Tralee, 
Mallow and Bantry has been suspended. 

London, lebruary %7.—Seven men were 
killed by an explosion. in the Timsbury col- 
liery near Bristol today. 

Business was practically suspended all 
day long at Galveston, Tex., owing to the 
extreme cold weather. it was colder than 
it has been since January 8, Iiss6, when 
Galveston bay froze and the thermometer 
registered il degrees above zero. Today 
at 9 o’clock a. m. it registered 16 above. 

About 2 o’clock yesterday morning at New 
Orleens, after several hours of warm, driz- 
ziing rain, there was a rattling of windows 
and a loud whistling of the wind, which 
betckened cold weather. A decide@ change 
in temperature followed the whistling wind 
--the thermometer falling at a rate which 
upset all calculations. At 10 o’clock yes- 
tervday morning thermometers showed oo 
degrees. A howling wind prevailed al} day 
and made walking on the street anything 
but comfortable. About.1i o’clock there 
was a light scurry of snow, lasting about 
fifteen minutes, and at 1 o’clock there was 
another and heavier, which melted as fast 
as it fell, but gave New Orleans people a 


gccd chance to see what falling snow looks 


like. 
the local weather bureau says the temper- 
ature will fall 8 or 10 degrees more before 
rcining, which will put it down to 15 de- 
grees and would give New, Orleans the cold- 
est weather on record. 

The blizzard struck South Carolina at 8 
o'clock yesterday afternoon and is now 
sweeping all before it, with a high wind.

CONSTERNATION IN FLORIDA. 


Orange Trees and Early Vegetables in 
Danger of Being Killed. 

Jacksonville, Fla., February 7.—(Special.) 
This morning’s weather report, predicting 
freezing weather in Florida tonight and to- 
rorrow, created consternatfon among the 
fruit and vegetable growers and shippers 
of these products as well as in the general 
office of the transportation companies 
which haul them to market. The :ocal s{g- 
nal station issued the following forecast 
this morning: 

“Showers today, 
weather. Temperature 
about freezing Friday morning. 
freeze Friday night. Temperature wll 
probably go as low or lower than on De- 
cember 29th; southwest winds, shifung 10 
high northwest.” 

At 6 o’clock this evening the mefcury Was 
at 5l.

Stanecs, were uninjured. Now the trees are 
naked ana just beginning to leaf out agvuin 
and to bud, A freeze would kill them. The 
new crop of vegetables is now in the most 
tender stage ®f growthe A freeze would 
kill the crop.”

Rough Times at Sea.

New York, February 7.—No tidings have 
been received from any quarter of the 
French line steamer LaGascogne, which is 
now more than four days overdue. The 
England, from London, is about three days 
behind her usual time and the Dutch tank 
steamer LaFiandre, from Antwerp, ar- 
rived early this morning. The Lak landre 
experienced a hurricane on Jan- 
uary 30th, lasting nine hours and another 
February 2d, which assumed a cyclonic 
force coming out from the east-southeast, 
changing to northwest, lasting twelve 
hours with heavy head seas, snow and 
hail with severe cold weather, accompanied 
by dense vapor. 

The North German Lloyd steamer Lahn, 
New York for Bremen, has arrived at 
Southampton and reports that she en- 
countered easterly. gales for five duys and 
was compelled to stop for eight hours on 
account of violent weather. The reports 
of these steamers would indicate that the 
weather at sea has been very severe. The 
White Star steamer Teutonic, from Liver- 
pool, was due here yesterday morning, has 
not yet been sighted. She is probably de- 
layed by heavy weather.

The Report from Chicago. 

Chicago, February 7.—In the neighborhood 
of 5 degrees above zero all night, early 
this mcrning the temperature began to drop. 
Between 7 and 8 o’ciock a fail of 4 degrees 
ocetrred and the cold increasing every min- 
ute. The wind blowing from forty to sixty 
miies an hour, but the fall of fine, dry snow 
has stopped, after obstructing all the street 
railway lines and cripp#fig mail trains of 
e.ery system running into the city. With- 
out exception all mail trains due here since 
5 o’cicck yesterday afternoon were several 
lLours behind time. Tonight it is claimed 
the temperature will fall to minus 15. All 
secticns of the country heard from so far 
report the cold wave holding on firmly 
with little prospect of cessation. In Kansas 
and Nebraska great suffering prevails on 
acccunt of the severe blizzards, which are 
general over both states.

NAVAL OPERATIONS SLOW 


On Account of Violent Sterms and 

Cold Weather. 

February 7.—A Central News 
dispatch from Tokio says the ministry of 
marine has received reports that on ac- 
count of the violent storms and extreme 
cold the naval operations at Wei-Hai-Wei 
have been slow. From January 3ist until 
lebruary 3d the squadron maintained a 
heavy bombardment upon the forts at 
Zhih and Eastern Liu-Kung from outside 
the bay. The Chinese warships Ting-Yuen 
and Mai-Yuen, with two gunboats, as- 
sisted in the defense of the forts, keeping 
up the fight each day until dark. Latter-@ 
ly the firing from Zhih fort has become 
greatly diminished. The principal Japa- 
nese squadron has been Waiting outside 
the bay expecting the Chinese fleet would 
make a sortie, but in this the Japanese 
were disappointed. 

A Chinese prisoner states that Admiral 
Ting has ordered that although the de- 
fenses on the mainland fall, the fleet must 
remain inside the bay and defend the 
port at Liu-King to the last extremity.

FIRE PLAYS HAVOC 


New Orleans and Indianapolis Suffer 
Severely from the Flames. 


A SMART DOG HELPS THE FIREMEN 


Knowing What He Was Expected 
to Do, He Did It, 


HIS NAME GOES ON THE GITY PAYROLL 


The Denison House ‘at Indianapolis Is 
Badly Damaged—ThbeSBState Legis- 
lature is Stampeded. 


New Orleans, February 7.—The sixth dis- 
trict was visited by an extensive conflagra- 
tion this morning in which several resi- 
dences were destroyed and others dam- 
aged, The prevailing high wind assisted 
the fire in its work of destruction and the 
fire laddies were compelled to work long 
and hard before they succeeded in gaining 
control of the element, The department 
did excellent work and through their ef- 
forts the balance of the block, which would 
probably have been destroyed but for time- 
ly and effective action was saved. They 
were considerably handicapped by the bad 
streets, and the drivers of the different en- 
gines experienced considerable difficulty in 
getting to a point within close range of the 
fire. The fire was discovered shortly be- 
fore 6 o'clock. An alarm was also sent in 
by telephone. The department responded 
as quickly as possible, but on their arrival 
the blaze had made considerable headway, 
having spread to all portions of the house 
in which it started. It was not long after 
before several streams were playing on the 
fire, but the department was no match for 
the wind and fire combined, and the blaze 
continued to spread. The residence was 
destroyed and the rear of several residences 
on Prytania street next caught and were 
destroyed. The inmates of the residences 
which were attacked lost no time in desert- 
ing their homes and seeking shelter in 
places of safety, They suffered consider- 
ably from the chilly blasts which were 
blowing, Several other fires of Jesser size 
have occurred in various parts of the city. 
The total loss is about $25,000. 

“Black Chief's” Feat. 

During the fire one of the most curious 
innovations was made in the way of the 
resumption of car traffic without interfer- 
ing with the efficiency of the fire depart- 
ment. The engines responding to an alarm 
are posted, as is well known, often one or 
more blocks from the fire in order to get 
their proper water supply from the city 
water plugs, and the hose, which often 
runs across car tracks, stops all traffic and 
inconveniences the public greatly. After 
the fire jsp: ; r comtre!l.it has. been 
customary {to fasten a-.rope to a piece of 
wood whieh is allowed to drift across the 
street In the gutter running at crossings 
across the car tracks. This morning it was 
found that on account of insufficient cur- 
rent this was an impossibility, and some 
one suggested that “Black Chief,’ a smali 
black dog belonging to chemical engine 
No, 2, should do the work, 

Under Chief O’Connor’s directign a strong 
rope was tied to Black Chief and the dog 
put in the gutter on the down river side 
of Prytania and Constantinople streets. 
The dog, which has exceptional intelli- 
gence, soon understood what he was ex- 
pected to do and in a few minutes a Jarge 
crowd was watching the operation and saw 
him emerge from the gutter on the St. 
Charles street side of Prytania street. It 
was now easy work to fasten the other end 
of the rope to the hose and put it the same 
way the dog had gone and connect it with 
an enfime stand on St. Charles street, 

Many people who were impatiently wait- 
ing in the cars to go down to their busi- 
ness places were delighted at this inno- 
vation, and for some time the small dog 
and not the fire was the center of attrac- 
tion for the large crowds. 

Chief O’Connor said that it was the first 
time since the fire department existed that 
such a trial has been made, and it is ex- 
pected that Black Chief will now be put 
on the pay roll of the department as a reg- 
ular employe. 


DENISON HOUSE ABLAZE. 


Panic Among the Guests of Indianap- 
olis’ Large Hostelry. 
Indianapolis, Ind. February 7.—The Den- 
ison house, one of the largest hotels in the 
west, was partially destroyed by fire today. 
The fire probably started from an over- 
heated flue, but the finding of a emoldering 
fire in a room, distant from where the 
flames first broke out, gives grounds for 
thinking incendiaries may have been at 
work. The fire raged in the south half of 
the building, fronting on Wabash street, 
and the strong wind from the north blew 
the flames across the street to the Grand 
opera house block, The roof was soon hid- 
den with the dense mass of smoke, but 
the flames were Kept smothered to a great 
extent. To this is probably due the fact 
that the entire block was not consumed 
and several more to the south. After 
burning for over an hour a part of the 
eaves fell and Fireman Frank Nutter was 
struck with a piece of burning timber and 
seriously hurt. e 
The entire fire department fought the 


flames and had the fire under control by 


noon, The loss will reach $50,000, fully cov- 
ered by insurance. This is only on the

The hotel, which was recently enlarged, 
had enough vacant rooms to accommodate 
the guests in the forty rooms made unten- 
able and most of the guests remained.

state, or who engages in a public or private 
sparring exhibition with or without gloves, 
within the state, at whch an admission fee 
is charged or received, either directly or 
indirectly, or who sends or publishes a 
challenge for such contention, exhibition or 
fight, or carries or delivers such a chal- 
lenge or acceptance or trains or assists 
any person in training or preparing for 
such contention, exhibition or fight, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor.

Receipts and Expenditures. 
Washington, February 7.—The treasury 
gold reserve was reduced today by with- 
drawals of $320,000 of gold at New York to

Find a False Chimney with a Lad- 
der on the Inside.

AttheiEnd They Discovera Large Steck 
o! Liquor and Confiscate It—Some- 
body Gave the Lair Away. 


Columbia, S. C., February 7.—Slick moon- 
shiners who have for years been making 
a study of ingenious methods to evade the 
United States revenue laws are not in it 
with the South Carolina dispensary law 
evaders. 

Today a“ lair was uncarthed right tn the 
heart of South Carolina’s capital, which was 
almost in the bowels of the earth—a lair 
which rivals that of the North Carolina 
moonshiners who dived through a river's 
waters to reach the mouth of their undcer- | 
ground distillery. it was away down under 
the cellar of the grocery store of Messrs. 
Platt, Hook & Shull, and the whole ccn- 
struction of the underground tunnel, par- 
ticularly the manner of concealing. the way 
of entrance, was the acme of ingenuity. 

About $1,300 of liquor was bagged, for be- 
tween 300 and 400 gallons of good liquor 
were found and confiscated. 

The search of the place was made by 
the liquor constables and the police. The 
owners of the store refused to allow the 
officers to go into the store, but opened 
up the cellar. The building is 2 very long 
cne, and the cellarway the officers were 
ushered into ran only about half way. At 
the rvar end was tlie solid earth. The cf- 
ficers knew what they were doing, however, 
for they sent for shovels and spades ard 
began to dig into the wall of earth. After 
digging forward about six fvet tneir instru- 
ments struck air, and they soon got into 
the rest of the cellar. They went 'n and 
searched all around. 

On one side, next to the brick wall, was 
what appeared to be the solid fourdation of 
a large chimney running on up through the 
building. On this their attention centered. 
Pretty soon they began to cut into the 
brick, and in a short time they gazed 
through and by the flickering light cf a 
candle they could see that the chimney was 
a false one; that inside a ladder ran up- 
wards, and there was a neat little bar with 
all necessaries inside. They cut the;hole 
larger and got inside. They could sed the 
bottom of an ingenious trapdoor in the-floor 
above, which could not be detected above, 
as it was covered by shelving. 

But the liquor had not been found, and 
the real ingenuity of the hiding place was 
yet to be reen. The constables looked 
aroundethe inside walls of the chimney and 
towards the ovter wail they finally discov- 
ered « doer .about Nour feet high. They’ 
broke this down and stood at the mouth of 
a long, dark tunnel running back into the 
bowels of the earth. A man could almost 
stand erect in the neatly constructed tun- 
nel. Then the exploration of this tunnel 
began. The constables went on and on un- 
til they struck a point where the tunnel 
divided and branched in opposite directions, 
anc then the liquor was in sight. There 
was about forty fcet of tunneling, and the 
earth taken out of it had been sed to 
make the false back to the cellar. It took 
the constables several] hours to get all the 
liquor stored in the tunnel out. Anj tlere 
was lots of it.

FOUGHT FIVE FIRES. 


Terribly Handicapped. 


THREE OF THE MEN WERE INJURED | 


The Home of Mre Jacob Heas Was Almost 
Entirely Destroyed—The Other 
Fires Were Quickly Subdued 


With the mercury almost touching zero 
and the wind blowing a rattling gale of 
forty miles an hour, the fire department 
had five fires to fight between 3:30 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon and 
night. : 

The most important conflagration was 
that which destroyed the residence of Mr. 
Jacob Haas, on Washington street, last 
night, causing a loss of, perhaps, $15,000, 

Four of the tires were of small importance 
as to damage, but one of them was of in- 
cendiary origin, while the fifth was that 
of the residence of Mr. Jacob Haas.

After the fire was over the men were | 


unable to lay the hose back in the wagon.

All at- 
tempts to lay it in properiy failed. The 
men were thoroughly exhausted by their 
night’s work and suffered keenly from the 
freezing water and fierce wind, 

The total loss of the five fires will hardly 
reach $18,000 if it reaches that figure. The 
alarm from the Haas fire was turned in 
while -a fire was in progress on Houston 
Street, and No. 3 hose wagon was sent to 
headquarters to cover the center of the city. 
An alarm came in while the Haas fire was 
in progress, and No .3 responded, No. 7 
making a run of two miles to headquarters, 
where it remained to answer any additiona) 
signals. 

The work was remarkable, and it fs a 
matter of wonc?r that the damage was not 
Several times as great.

DR. W. P. HARRISON DEAD. 


The Celebrated Theologian and Au- 
thor Died in Columbus Last Night. 


Rev. W. P. Harrison died at Columbus 
last night of cancer. Dr. Harrison was 


at one time pastor of the First Methodist 
church in this city and was considered one 
ef the most able divines in the south. La- 
ter he went to Columbus and made that 
city his permanent home. 

Dr. Harrison was a distinguished theo- 
logian, minister and author and gained an 
almost national reputation before his ill 
health forced him to retire from an ac- 
tive life. Fof many years he was book 
editor of the Southern Methodist publishing 
house at Nshville. He held this position 
until a few months ago, when he reeigned 
on account of his then serious illness. 

New York, February 7.—(Special.)—The 
Rev. Aaron F. Olmsted, D.D., rector of the 
Prostestant Episcopal Church of the Mes- 
siah, at Rhinebeck, N. Y., died yesterday 
morning. He was born in East Hartford, 
Conn., August 23, 1818. He was graduated 
at Union college in 1839 and for several 
years studied law with ex-Governor Elis- 
worth, at Hartford, Conn., and was admitted 
to the bar, but did not follow the profes- 
sion. In 1841 Mr. Olmsted entered the gen- 
eral theological seminary of the Episcopal 
church in New York, from which he was 
graduated in 1842. While still a deacon he 
served under Bishop Ives, of North Carolina, 
and founded Grace church, at Morgantown, 
N. C. On July 18, 1844, he was ordained 
to the priesthood by Bishop Ives. His first 
parish was St. Bartholomew's, at Pitts- 
borough, N. C. In 1657 he was made rector 
of Trinity church, at Society Hill, 8. C. 
The next year he took charge of the parish 
of the Church of the Good Shepherd, York- 
ville, S. C. From 1858 to 1861 he was rector 
of St. Marks church, also tn South Caroll- 
na. From 1861 to 1865 Mr. Olmsted was 
rector of St. John’s parish, Berkeley, s 
In 1865 he removed to Rondout, N. Y., where 
he served one year as rector of the Church 
of the Holy Spirit. September 29, 1866, he 
succeed the Rev. Dr. George Herbert 
Wuish as rector of the Church of the Mes- 
siah, at Rhinebeck, N. ¥. He was twenty- 
nine years at Rhinebeck and altogether 
spent fifty-one years in the ministry. Mr. 
Olmsted was married October 3, 1544, to 
Miss Caroline E. Cook, of Catskill, N. Y., 
wno survives him. Eight chilkiren were 
born to Dr: and Mrs. Olmsted, among them 
Dr. John C. Olmsted, of Atlanta, Ga.; Mrs. 
Maynard Marshall, of Charleston, me Gi 
Frank Olmsted, of Yokohama, Japan; 
Charles Qimsted, of Puliman, Wash., and 
Mrs. Ruth Williams, of Hartford, Conn.

The 
committee agreed to make a favorable re- 
port. The republicans have prepared a 
bill to so amend the charter of Wiimington 
as to give the democrats control of 
Poard of audit and finance and turn all the 
other offices over to the republicans. 

The chairman of the fusion caucus In- 
forms me this evening that after one more 
night's consideration of the county govern- 
ment bill it will be ready for presentation 
to the caucus. This bill was drawn by 
ex-Judge Spier Whitaker, ex-chairman of 
the democratic state committee, and he 
savs itis a very strong and good bill.

SENATORS WERE COLD 


And There Was a Slim Attendance. 
The Sugar Bounty Claim. 

Washington, February 7.—Arctic weather 
was experienced in Washington today and 
at noon snow had been steadily falling for 
a couple of hours. There was consequently 
a very slim attendance of senators when 
the chaplain delivered morning prayer, 
and it was so dark that it was found 
necessary to light the gas above the glass 


roof of the chamber. 

Mr. Mitchell, republican, of Oregon, said 
that he was instructed by the committee 
on claims to report an amendment to an 
appropriation bill and to make a brief 
statement. The amendment related, he 
said, to the claims for sugar bounty. One 
part of the claim, he said, was for the 
bounty which should have been paid prior 
to August 23, 1893, when the McKinley act 
became a law. And part of it was for half 
the bounty on the sugar produced after that 
date. The committee on claims, he said, 
was divided on both propositions. The ma- 
jority of the committee believed that the 
first part of the claim should be paid in 
full—about $227,000—but the committee was 
not willing to recommend favorable ac- 
tion on the second part, but left it for the 
action of the committee on appropriations 
and the senate. Individually he believed that 
the bounty should be paid on all the sugar 
actually produced prior to the passage of 
the repeal act, and he believed that there 
was a legal obligation and an equitable ob- 
ligation to pay the other part of the claim. 
In answer to an inquiry as to the total 
amount involved, Mr. Mitchell said that 
the estimate for the full bounty was 
$15,000,000, the half of that being $7,750,000, 
which added to the other sum would make 
the whole amount about $8,000,000. 

In the course of a long discussion, Mr. 
Cockrell, democrat, of Missori, chairman 
of the committee on appropriations, pro- 
tested vigorously against that committee 
being made the dumping ground for other 
committees and he criticised severely the 
committee on claims for not presenting a 
written report with precise recommenda- 
tions.

proceeded to address the senate in explja- 
nation and advocacy of the resolution. 

Mr. Call's remarks were cut off by Mr. 
Blackburn's motion to take up the diplo- 
matic and consuiar appropriation bill—a 
motion which Mr. Call ailuded to in an 
undertone as “‘boistering up the lottery com- 
pany.” 

The diplomatic bill was before the gen- 
ate up to tne hour of adjournment, when 
it went over without action on the item for 
the construction of a telegraph cable be- 
tween the United States and the Hawaiian 
islands. Speeches were made by Senator 
higgins in tavor of the item and by Sena- 
tor Palmer against it, Mr. Palmer reciting 
a senience from Mr. Teller’s speech of tne 
previous day, “Oh, for an hour of Marcy, 
Clay and Webster,’’ he exclaimed. “Oh, for 
an hour of Charies Sumner, who would 
not consent to the annihilation of the 
negro republic of San Domingo!” 

“Is there no one who will speak for the 
helpless people of the Hawaiian islands 
who have been robbed and who are now 
goverened by agencies that are as despotic 
as can be imagined?” the senator ex- 
claimed. 

The senate at 5:30 o’clock p. m. adjourned 
until tomorrow.

THINK IT A HANDICAP. 


Nashville People Say the Conditions 
of the Appropriation Are Severe. 
Washington, February 7.~Representative 

Joseph Kk. Washington, of ‘Tennessee, is 
making a hard fight to secure an appro- 
priation for a government exhibit at the 
Nashville exposition. It is purposed to hold 
the eXposition during the autumn of next 
year to celebrate the one hundredth anni- 
versary of Tennessee's admission into the 
union, Mr. Washington has been working 
for an appropriation of $200,000. After a 
hard fight in the subcommittee it was 
agreed to give the exposition $125,000, but 
coupled with this appropriation was a con- 
dition that the committee having the mat- 
ter in charge shall first satisfy the secre. 
tary of the treasury that they have col- 
lected $750,000 to defray the expenses of the 
remainder of the exhibits. 

Mr, Washington teday is in receipt of a 
letter from W. H. Johnson president of the 
Nashville Street Railway Company, saying 
that the condition imposed by the sub- 
committee will prove a serious handicap; 
that it will be difficult to raise so large a 
sum under the circumstances; that it is a 
discrimination against the Nashville expo- 
sition, which was not shown to the At- 
lanta exposition, and that its effect is gen- 
erally discouraging to the promoters of the 
aifair. He will endeavor to have the 
amount increased and the restriction re. 
moved before reporting to the full commit- 
tee. 


The Kaiser Wilhelm Memorial. 

Berlin, February 7.—The budget commit- 
tee of the reichstag today voted the second 
installment of the fund for the Kaiser 
Wilhelm memorial. Dr. von Boetticher, 
imperial minister of the interior, speaking 
in favor of the grant, said that the em- 
peror had ordered a new design, the cost 
of which should not exceed 4,000,000 marks, 
which sum was accordingly fixed as the 
maximum by the reichstag.

Hon. William &* Lovering said “a great 
deat 1e-‘talk has been indulged in by 
newspapers, and especially in the south, 
which would seem to indicate that there 
was about to be a stampede. There are 
grave dangers threatening our industries. 
The nearness of the cotton fields, supply 
of coal, equable climate, daylight all the 
year round and cheaper labor and sixty-six 
hours against fifty-eight, abundant water 
power are all in favor of the south against 
Massachusetts. It has been said that there 
is very little skilled labor in the south. It 
requires more skill for adjusting and less 
for minding machinery than twenty years 
ago. The real point is that there is so 
much restrictive legislation in Massachu- 
setts. We cannot compete with our neigh- 
bors. We have reached the danger line 
and it should be stopped. We should wait 
until our neighbors and other countries 
catch up before enacting any more in the 
direction of shorter hours or twenty other 
harassing things like emnilovers’ liability, 
which is a burden. He did not ask its re. 
peal, but Massachusetts industries shsuid 
not be discriminated against by her own 
legislation.”’ 

Mr. Lovering said that xe believed south- 
erners could not tend looms successfully. 
He did not doubt but that there would be 
labor legislation immediately in the south, 
but there are still many advantages in man- 
ufacturing there. Committees from the 
south are continually in this city. There is 
one in Boston now. 

Has a Mill at the South. 

Howard Nichols, treasurer of the Dwight 
mills at Chicopee, said his concern had 
built a mill in the south. Taney were wanted 
there. While there was too much restric- 
tice legislation here, they were oblized to 
spend altogether too much time at the 
Statehouse here fighting legislation. His 
mill would prefer to remain here, but was 
ciscouraged. His southern mill is in north- 
ern Alabama, 

Mr. Moriarty, of Worcester, had a tilt 
with Mr. Echols, the latter denying Mr. 
Moriarty’s allegations that last year he 
claimed that the chief advantage in going 
south was to be near the raw material. The 
three items—cheaper coal, cotton and la- 
bor—were the principal attractions. ‘The 
Dwight mill was to make coarse goods. 
He had been in a North Carolina mill, how- 
ever, where they were using yarns much 
finer than the average in the north. The 
company asked permission to go south last 
year, instead of organizing under Alabama 
laws, in order to save the trademarks. It 
expected its goods would be better tmade 
there, because the machinery will be new 
and improved. Only the picker bands in 
the south are negroes. The whi‘e hands 
are all from the mountain districts. They 
are far more intelligent than those in 
northern mills. In his Chicopés mills the 
help are mostly Bohemians and French, a 
far inferior class to those in the south. 

As to climate, Mr. Nichols claimed that 
it was more equable in the southern mill 
districts than in the north. The Chicopee 
mills could not start until 3 o’clock yester- 
day, because of the ice in the canals. 

Arthur T. Lyman, treasurer of the Low- 
ell Carpet Company, said he did not object 
to labor legislation. In his mill the ad- 
vance in wages had in a few years been 40 
p-r cent, while the price of goods had gone 
down 60 per cent. The ten-hour time wus 
short enough if a man really desired to 
work. A six-hour day would close all the 
mills in the state. It was a fact that thou- 
sands of spindles are soing !nto the south 
that ought to be put into Massachusetts. 

Mr. Lyman thought the tax system of 
the state particularly well devised to drive 
people out of the state. The offers from 
the southern states included exemption f:om 
taxation for ten years. 

Encouragement to Mannfacturers. 

Edward Stanwood, special agent to col- 
lect statistics on cotton inanuafaccures for 
the eleventh census, said that ail the stage- 
ments made by the manufaciur-rs are 
proved by the gross figures in the s‘ates.

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THE COTTON MILLS. 


Hon. Henry Carlton Tells About His 
Recent Trip to New England. 


MANUFACTURING MUST COME HERE 


The South Has Many Advantages, but the 
People Must Show Their Faith 
by Their Works. 


Athens, Ga., February 7.—(pecial.)—Hon. 
H. H. Carlton has returned from a trip to 
New England. He went north to confer 
with cotton mill proprietors aud to try to 
induce some of them to locate in Athens. 

In an interview on the result of his trip 
Mr. Carlton says: 

“That the cotton mill business of this 
country is, in the future, going to be done 
largely in the cotton growing sections of 
the south there can be no well entertained 
doubt. This fact has already been demon- 
strated by the largely increased growth 
of the cotton mills in the south within the 
past few years over that of the northern 
and eastern states, where heretofore most 
of the cotton manufacturing has been done. 
This growth of our cotton mill interests 
will now receive a greater impetus from 
the fact that during the recent unprece. 
dented financial depression, from which 
no part of the country has escaped, our 
cotton mills have been, as a general rule, 
running steadily and with profit to the 
business, while most, if not all, of the 
mills north and east have had to suspend 
operations or run at a loss. But all this 
talk about bringing the cotton mills of the 
east to the cotton flelds of the south is a 
mere delusion and meets with no serious 
consideration on the part of the cool, cal- 
culating business. minds of the country, 
It is simply idle to talk about inducing 
the mills of the east, with their millions 
of dollars invested in their plants to tear 
up and come svuth, and that at such cost 
and sacrifice as they would have necessa- 
rily to incur by such a movement. The 
very best that could be hoped or expected 
on this line would be to convince them 
that the use of their surplus capital in 
establishing additional plants in the south 
would be to their present protection and 
future interest, One or two eastern mills 
have concluded to make this venture, and 
if the experiment proves advantageous or 
profitable others may do likewise. 

Go for the Surplus Capital. 

“No, if the people of the south are in- 
tent upon developing and utilizing our 
great natural resources and advantages 
for manufacturing, and thus seek to make 
ours the great manufacturing section of 
the country, then it must be done by in- 
ducing uninvested and surplus capital to 
invest in southern manufactories, and not 
depend so great an interest to our people 
and our section upon the vain and uncer- 
tain hope of bringing eastern mills to the 
south.’”’ 

“What do you think of the chances of 
inducing surplus or foreign captial in this 
direction?” 

‘Nothing is easier or more certain if we 
only go at it right. In the first place our 
people must prove their faith by their 
works. and begin to invest their surplus 
capital in manufactories, rather than in 
less profitable and more uncertain enter- 
prises. No more cwiuvincing or inductive 
movement could be inaugurated or one 
which would be so surely and so readily 
supplemented with foreign capital, Then, 
wiin the facts and experignce so easily 
at hanu which go to show the goodly prot- 
ite in manufacturing enterprises, and all 
of this based upon our unequaled natural 
advantages and resources for all kinds of 
manufactories, and which facts should be 
kept prominently and constantly before 
the business public, no great difficuity 
would be expemenced in inducing both 
home and foreign capital into such invest- 
ments. Capital only needs to be assured 
of safe anu profitable investment and the 
establishment of such enterprises is of 
easy accomplishment, Let this be the 
fixed and determined policy of Our south- 
ern peopie, and our vast natural resources 
will soon be made available our waste 
places soon be built up and our whole 
southland soon be made to blossom as the 
“use. 
oWhat have you to say as to our natural 
resources and advantages for manutlac- 
turing ?’’ : 

“Ah, that is an almost inexhaustible field 
we are about to enter, It must be appar: 
ent to every one who has given thought 
or attention to the subject that the god of 
nature has done more for this southern 
land of ours than perhaps any other por. 
tion of ali the country. We are possessed 
of as fine an agricultural country as 15 to 
be found in the world, and what is mar- 
velous, this country, so famous for 
ricultural. and horticug,ural produ 
all kinds, is equally b.essed with its un- 
equaled and inexhaustible mineral resources 
and its vast natural resources and advan. 
tages for manufacturing in all lines and 
for all purposes. No other country in the 
world can boast more favorable or Valua- 
ble conditions. During the existence Ol 
slavery in the south ours was strictly an 
agricultural section, with undeveloped and 
unutilized natural resources for other im- 
portant industries. Since our changed con- 
dition of affairs we have rapidly become 
both an agricultural and manufacturing 
section and will ever so continue wilh rap- 
idiy increasing power and prosperity. With 
our innumerable fine water powers, Many 
of which are being utilized for furnishing 
cheap electrical power, with our vast and 
and inexhaustible coal fields being opened 
up, giving us cheap coal, which means 
cheap steam power; with our vast and in- 
exhaustible forest growths, giving us the 
cheapest and best of all kinds of lumber; 
with mineral resources marveious in va- 
riety, unsurpassed in quality and un- 
bounded in quantity; with a ciimate pecu- 
liarly advantageous for all kinds of manu- 
facturing and especially for cotton goods, 
and in point of health and salubrity, unex. 
celled in ail the world; with our cheap 
labor, with our cheap living, with cotton 
fields at the cotton mill’s door, who can 
estimate the future growth of the south 
or.measure its coming power and glory: 

Climatic Advantages. 
here let me give 
most interesting facts 
climatic advantages of 
ar Piedmont section of rg 

ore the growth and manufacture oO 
ri remember well when 1 was @ 
bov and when old-fashioned cotton cards, 
spinning wheels and weaving looms were 
in vogue, to have seen my grandmother in 
the cool weather hold her cotton rolls over 
a shovel of hot coals before attempting to 
epin them. I did not know then why sne 
did it, nor do I suppose she understood the 
scientific necessity for such treatment of 
her nicely carded rolls, being altogether 
ccntent with the knowledge of the fact 
that it made them spin softer and better. 
Il now know why she did it. Cotton is pos- 
sessed very highly of repulsive electricity, 
which in cool weather and especially in the 
colder climates, requires the application of 
heat to so drive off this electricity as to 
cause it to spin and work softly and ad- 
vantageously. In the mills up north and 
east they have to maintain 4 heat of from 
60 to 80 degrees Fahrenheit in their spin- 
ning, carding and loom rooms in order to 
drive off this repulsive electricity so as to 
obtain a soft, pliable and durable manu- 
facture of cotton. Oftentimes when the 
weather is quite severe they are forced to 
use a heated sprey to obtain this result. 
Such conditions do not obtain in our climate 
and what is still more remarkable, cotton 
grown in our particular northeastern sec- 
tion of Georgia possesses less of this repul- 
sive electricity, consequently make a softer, 
more pliable, durable and desirable fabric. 
This doubtless is the reason why cotton 
grown in this section is worth more and 
more salable in the markets than cotton 
grown elsewhere in the south. An impor- 
tant fact is that this cotton manufactured 
here in the south will m&se a more desira- 
ble fabric than the same cotton will if man- 
ufactured in the northérn or colder cli- 
mates, notwithstanding their heat and spray 
appliances. Another very important ad- 
vantage our section has is in the fact that 
it is a freestone region, giying us the best 
of freestone water. Limestone waters are 
quite injurious to machinery and further- 
more the limestone regions are more sub- 
ject to epidemic and endemic diseases, espe- 
cially of a-choleratic character, and from 
which our freestone section gives us a most 
comforting exemption. Thus I might en- 
large upon our real and highly valuable nat- 

resources ad infinitum.” 
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amongst the cotton mills of the east. To 
What cause do you ascribe it?’ 
“Well, there are several causes bringing 
ut this supposed, and no doubt tu 
some considerable extent well-founded 
cummotion on the part of these milis. 
First, the labor question is becoming a 
very serious one with the large manufac- 
turing companies of the north and east, 
and, I mignut say, of the west, also. The 
Operatives in these factories and especially 
the skilled employes, are mostly or very 
largely foreigners. They have become 
members of the labor unions and organi- 
Zations which are so numerous in the north- 
ern and western states. So numerous and 
SO powerful have these organizations be- 
come that they are wielding immense po- 
litical power, and are making theniselves 
feit in the legisiation of these states. This 
has given great alarm to the manufactur- 
ers, who begin to think that their manu- 
facturing interests are being seriously 
threatened. They are already proclaiming 
against legislation, which they regard as 
4auverse to their interests, 


Protection Does Not Protect. 


“Again, the manufacturers of New Eng- 
land have, heretofore, enjoyed a great har- 
vest under our high protective system. So 
far as Kuropean competition is concerned 
it has ubout amounted to a prohibitory 
tari in their behalf. Now that the souta 
has loomed up as a manufacturing section 
and is destined to grow rapidly into greater 
competition with these eastern mills, they 
find that their protective tariff no longer 
protects, and tnat, with our better and 
greater advantages for manutacturing, our 
Southern mills are driving them out of the 
markets of the worid on such line of goods 
as our mills are now making, and from 
which they have received their greatest 
and surest profits. Hence, they are driven 
to the necessity of transforming their mills 
into the manutacture of the finer grades of 
cotton goods (which the south has not as 
yet undertaken) thus continuing these mills 
of the north and east in competition with 
the European mills, especiaily in the Amer- 
ican markets, This, of course, will con- 
tinue to them an advantage under the pro- 
tective tari. The millmen of the east are 
very much perplexed to know whether it is 
best to establish additional plants in the 
south so as to compete with our mills in 
the manufacture of these coarser and cheap- 
er grades of cotton goods or surrender them 
enurely to our southern mills. They are 
dispesed to shut their eyes to the fact that 
the same advantage we have for making 
these coarser fabrics will equally obtain 
in the manufacture of the finer grades. 
They find their hope in the fact that we 
have not the skilled labor for making 
these higher grades of goods. But be it 
remembered that neither did the New Eng- 
land mills when they began, and, tndeed, 
het until they imported their skilled oper- 
atives from Europe. Be it also remembered 
in this connection thta the road of the 
southern mills to skilled labor will prove 
much shorter than was that by which the 
eastern mills reached their high-grade man- 
ufacturing. The south need feel no uneasi- 
ness about skilled labor following growing 
and properous manufactories. In this con- 
nection there is another interesting ques- 
tion which presents itself—the tariff. When 
the south was solely or so largely an agri- 
cultural section, it was’ for free trade. 
With her now diversified interests she is 
for tariff reform, and should so be, as it is 
the only means of reaching a just and equit- 
able tariff taxation as affecting all inter- 
ests of our common country. But jf the 
American system (so-called) of high pro- 
tective tariff is to be continued, and if, un- 
der such a system New England has found 
highly renumerative protection to her man- 
ufacturing interests, may not the south as 
she grows in her new field of manufactur- 
ing interests see wherein she may be ben- 
efited by a protection which has caused 
Other favored sections to grow opulent? 
New England and nerthern manufactures 
are only for protective tariff when it pro- 
tects and benefits. liow they did strive 
to have the tariff taken off Canadian coal! 
if this had been done by congress and the 
New Ene'land mills thereby given cheaper 
coal, it is probable these mills would not 
now be contemplating a southern move- 
ment so as to get nearer to our coal fields. 

The South Was Once for Tariff. 


In 1828, when the American system of pro- 
tective tariff was introduced by Mr. Clay 
as an administrative principle of our gov- 
ernment, New England then largely re 
agricultural section, was for free trad 
and tfle south was for protection. When 
New England found greater profit in man- 
ufactories than she could gain through the 
cultivation of her sterile soil, she sold her 
Slaves to the south, put the money paid 
therefor into manufacturing industries and 
became clamorous for high protective ‘tar- 
iff. The south thus and then remanded to 
an almost exclusively agricultural industry, 
became a_ free trade section. But condi- 
tions are changing again. The south is 
soon, yea, is already, rivaling New Eng- 
land in her manufacturing industry, and 
while she will ever maintain her agricul- 
tural interest, still it may be that she will, 
as least modify her tariff views. It may 
be that it will be ‘a condition and not a 
theory which confronts her.’ 

“In conciuding this interview, permit me 
to say that he future of the south and 
especially of our particular section is full 
of hope and promise. The inauguration of 
commerctal clubs, business leagues, bureaus 
of information, etc., on’ the part of our 
towns and cities is a movement in the right 
direction, the good results of which will 
soon be felt and seen in giving greater 
growth and prosperity to every business, 
commercial and material interests. The 
city of Atlanta, In the very heart and cen- 
ter of our attractive Piedmont region, ever 
alive to her own and the south’s prosperi- 
ty and development, is now rising her best 
energies to make successful the finest move- 
ment that has ever been inaugurated for 
our gfand old commonwealth, as well as 
our Whole southern country. The Cotton 
States and International exposition is, in- 
deed, a grand enterprise, and is destined to 
bring to our southern country a new, a 
better and a more prosperous era. It is 
generally to be hoped that northeast Geor- 
gia will lend valuable aid to Atlanta in her 
great movemMent,' and that our section will 
show up grandly in this great southern en- 
terprise.”’

One of the few American comedies which 
deserve to be classed as great, presented 
by a company at whose head is one of the 
foremost of American comedians, and every 
member of which is an artist—the best 
play of the year presented by the best com- 
pany—that was the attraction at the Grand 
last night.

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The Gold Standard Helps Only the 
* East and Europe. 

The Constitution has been contend! 
that so fur as the interests of tie ereat 
mass of the people of this country are 
concerned, the single silver stuadard 
would be more beuetivial than the sin 
gle gold standard. We have not advo- 
cated, nor do we now advocate, ‘he sin- 
gle silver standard, but we favre main- 
tained, and we think we have very 
clearly shown that if the removetization 
of silver resulted in a-premiuin on gold 
the material and productive interests of 
this country would be in a vasily bet- 
ter condition than they now are vr than 
they are ever likely to be under the sin- 
gle gold standard. 

It is both surprising and gratifring to 
find that The London Statist. the foure- 
most financial journal of ihe world’s 
financial center, agrees with The Cousti- 
tution in this matter. It is surprising, 
because The Statist is a warm and an 
eager organ of gold monometullism. 
. The editor, nevertheless, sees two sides 
to the question, and, in discussing the 
recommendations of Mr. Cleveland for 
@ five hundred million bond issue, he 
refers to a possibility of a premium con 
gold. 

Although the declarations of The 
Statist were cabled to the New York 
newspapers through the medium -of the 
Associated Press, all that portion relat- 
ing to the results of a premium on gold 
was carefully suppressed in the columns 
of those great dailies which belong, 
‘body and soul, to the money sharks. 
We print below what The Statist says 
on this important matter, and commend 
it to the careful attention of our read- 
ers: 

If gold is demonctized it is perfectly clear 


that there will be a greater transfer of 
property from the capitalist and lending 
classes to the producing and borrowing 
classes, This would be of ingnense advan- 
tage to the west and south and would prove 
a serious loss to the eastern states and to 
Europe. 

Of course, a great country like fhe United 
States adopting a silver standard would 
have great influence on the whole of the 
world, and silver would undoubtedly rise, 
Dut it would be long before it reached 60 
pence. The great reduction of debts all 
over the United States by a fal to silver 
would give the farming and producing 
classes generally a sense of freedom and 
prosperity which they have not had for 
many years and would probably give a 
great stimulus to production. If silver did 
not rise much for a while American wheat, 
cotton, pork, etc., would compete with ths 
produce of other countries at a very 
great advantage, and there would be proba- 
bly a very rapid and great growth of ex- 
ports and at the beginning an era of great 
prosperity. 

On the other hand, the lending and credi- 
for classes would suffer, but their losses

would not affect production to anything like | 
the’ same extent as the gains of the debtors | 


and producers would do. Further there 
would be a very serious fall in securities, 
which would injure capitalists and lenders 
both in the United States and in Europe. 

If congress refuses legislation, then gold 
would go to a premium, but probably not 
high. The tendency would still be to bene- 
fit debtors and producers, and wouid injure 
capitalists and lenders, while production 
and exports would be stimulated, though 
not to a great extent. 

Thirdly, if the mints were opened for free 
coinage, which wotid tend to make the 
gold premium higher still, the premium 
would not be very high and the reduction of 
the debt and the losses of capitalists would 
be small compared with the demonetizution 
of gold. 

What The Statist means here by the 
*“demonetization” of gold is not its de- 
wonetization by statute, but its tem- 
porary demonetization by reason of a 
premium. The remark that a premium 
on gold will cause “a transfer of prop- 
erty from the capitalist and lending 
classes to the producing and borrowing 
classes” is simply the phraseology of 
the goldbug. It is only another way of 
saying that the process by which prop- 
erty is now being transferred from the 
producers and borrowers to the capi- 
talists and lending classes would come 
to an end. It is only another way of 
saying that the single gold standard 
does unjustly transfer property from the 
producers to the money sharks, and that 
if the silver standard were adopted 
this transfer would not only cease, but 
the producers and borrowers would be 
able, by means of higher prices and the 
higher debt-paying power of products, 
to recover a good part of the substance 
of which they have been unjustly rob- 
bed by the operations of the single gold 
standard. 

The statement of so high an authority 
23 The London Statist that the silver 
standard “would be of immense ad- 
vantage to the people of the west and 
south, and would prove a serious loss to 
the eastern states and to Europe,” is 
only a roundabout way of saying that 
the operations of the single gold stand- 
ard involves an immense loss to the 
people of the south and west, and a 
corresponding gain to the eastern states 
and to Europe. 

Under these circumstances it is not 
only amazing but absolutely disheart- 
ening to find newspapers in the south 
not only willing but eager to sacrifice 
tha interests of the people who nourish 
and support them to the interests of 
the east and of Europe. We presume 
that never before in the history of the 


s. 


world has sueh a spectacle been offered 
for thoughtful men to gaze upon and 
Weep over. The newspapers of the 
east ure practically solid in supporting 
a monetary system which robs the pro- 
ducers of the south and west and en- 
rickes the eastern states: and Europe, 
but, in the south, wherever a newspaper 
is published next door to a bank, or 
whenever it bas official or semi-official 
connection with the administration 
(which has deserted both its party. and 
its principles to promote the greed of 
the east) such a newspaper will be 
found advécating ‘the coutinued rob- 
bery of the people who support and 
maintain it. 

or many regsons The Constitution is 
giad that so high an authority as The 
Statist has made this matter so clear. 
What it ealls “a transfer of property” 
would in reality be a retransfer. The 
transfer has already taken place in the 


Shape of falling prices and shrinking 
vaiues, as compared with the increased 
purchasing power of money in tbe 


hands of the eastern capitalists. Te re- 
transfer, which would only be a s:tuple 
act of justice, long delayed, would take 
place by means of higher prices, eb- 
larged values and the lower purchasing 
power of money. 

But, in the end—nay, almost Imme- 
diately—this retransfer would henetit 
ali classes of all sections by increasing 
business of all kinds, by promoting ruw 
investments of all kinds and eularging 
old ones and by restoring prosperity 
to all classes and ‘to. all 
tions. The Statist goes on to 
that the west and the south “are 
ectly right in the view ‘bat a 
in the present system would 
benefit their sections of the nation.” 
We go farther than this and contend 
that by removing the present depres- 
nd restoring prosperity it will 
»yenefit the people of the whole country 
with the exeeption of a few hundred 
money irks in Wall street and other 
portions of the east. 

The Constitution prefers the free and 
unlimited coinage of both gold and sil- 
ver, but if the east, by setting its face 
against remedial legislation, drives the 
country to the silver standard, we shall 
bail that as the next best remedy.

Goid Mining in Georgia. 

A recent issue of The Baltimore Manu- 
facturers’ Record contaims a very tnier- 
esting article on the present status of 
gold mining in the Dahlonega district 
of Georgia. 

During the thirties the gold fever was 
intense in northeast Georgia and Dah- 
lonega was the center of operations for 
over 5,000 miners who were engaged in 
washing out gold from the neighboring 
guiches. 

The discovery of gold in California 
turned the miners in that direction and 
when the war came on Dahlonega was 
almost a deserted mining camp. A few 
years ago several wealthy men from 
the north made extensive investments 
in these old mines, and by taking ad- 
Vantage of new processes they have 
renped a good profit from the low grade 
of ores which are practically inexhaus- 
tible in this part of Georgia. 

About 300 men are at work with- 
in a radius of six miles from Dahlon- 
ega at the present fime. The equip- 
ment for modern mining is very expen- 
sive, and small investors will not do 


|well in these gold fields, Those 


lees Bat, 
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| who have the capital, however, for an 
improved equipment can mine the ore 
and deliver it Into the mills at a cost of 
©5 cents per ton. This, of course, leaves 
a margin for big profits on low grade 
ores, and it is a well-known fact that 
two of the greatest gold mines in the 
world, the Homestake, of Sowth Dakota, 
and the Treadwell, of Alaska, have 
made fortunes for their owners out of 
just such low grade ores a3 we have in 
Georgia.

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THE GOLD STANDARD 


Cannot Be Maintained by Multiplying 
Promises to Pay Gold. 
From The New York Sun. 

A hundred millions more of bonds are 
about to be issued to replenish the gold re- 
serve and maintain the gold standard. It 
would seem that it ought w become mani- 
fest by this time that the gold standard can- 
not be maintained by multipiying promises 
to pay in gold whether in the form ef bank 
notes or of bonds, and especially by in- 
creasing our gold debt abroad. To the ex- 
tent that gold has been drawn from the 
treasury for export it has gone out of the 
country to pay what we lack in paying with 
commodities and to issue bonds for such @ 
Purpose is simply borrowing gold to pay in- 
terest abroad, instead of paying it with 
commodities, No banker in New York 
would lend money to a business man who 
was known to be borrowing money to pav 
interest on what he already owed. The 


evil day may, indeed, in this way be put | 


off, but it is only so much the worse when 
it comes, as come it must sooner or later. 

There is one way, and one way only, by 
which the gold standard can be maintained, 
and that is by forcing down ¢he price level 
in this country enough beiow the price level 
of other countries to turn gold this way, 
or, 4t any rate, to induce our creditors to 
take commodities for what we owe them, 
instead of demanding gold. In other words, 
We must buy the gold, ana to buy it we 
must pay for it with commodities 2: prices 
as low as the lowest in any country. Kvery 
attempt, therefore, to raise pricos by cvur- 
rency expansion, or by protective tcrviffs, 
must necessarily operate to lessen the ex- 
portation of commodities and increas? tie 
Outflow of gold. 

Again, no debtor country can mainte‘r an 
even level of prices with cred‘tor countrie s, 
all having a common money stanuard. The 
price level in the debtor country mist be 
enough below the price level in creditor 
countries to induce creditors to take ccimn- 
modities for what is annuwjly to be ;eid 
them, and leave the gold. That we erea 
debtor nation nobody denies. 11 is admitted 
also that our annual payments abrou:d, in- 
cluding interest, dividends, the cost o? car- 
rying trade and gold spent by American 
travelers in Europe, reach to three or four 
hundred millions. No ijoubt as long as our 
creditors will take new bonds for the in- 
terest we owe them, we can tide over; but 
under such a policy the day of final settle- 
ment will be a day of unto!d disaster. They 
who talk of preventing disaster to our na- 
tional credit now by issuing bonds are in- 
sincere or they do nut know what they are 
talking about. 

To maintain the gold standard permanent- 
ly, all forms of currency except gold must be 
contracted and bans crediis resiricted, and 
the price level in this country forced enough 
below the price level of other countries to 
turn gold this way. As.prices go down, of 
course wages, salaries -and everything else 
that enters into the cost of production must 
follow. There is no other way. To attempt 
anything else is but temporizing. That this 
is not an casy road to iravel is manifest 
enough, but it is the price of the gold stand- 
ard; and if that standard is to be perma- 
nently maintained, the price must be paid 
sooner or later; and the longer it is put 
off the more it will cost in the en}. 

It is to be hoped that congress, before 
its adjournment, will at any rate separate 
the question of providing for government 
expenditures from that of maintaining the 
gold reserve, so that the confusion which 
noW prevails on this question may be clear- 
ed away. If the revenues are not enough 
to meet government expenditures, or if it is 
necessary to anticipate revenues for a “ew 
months, let some temporary provision be 
made, but let the question of a gold reserve 
and the maintenance of the gold standard 
stand by itself and on its own bottom, so 
that the people can see just what that 
means. 

One thing more: It makes no difer-nwe. in 
maintaining the gold standard, whether the 
gold comes from or passes through the 
treasury of the United States, or whether it 
goes directly from banks or other hoards; 
it is purely a question of the outfiow of 
gold, and it takes just as much and the 
effect in the end is preciseiy the same, 
whether it is derived from one source or an- 
other, as long as it reduces the stock of 
gold in this country. The gold standard 
can be maintained only by keeping gold 
here; and geld can be kept here only by 
lowering prices till the tendency of gold 
is toward us instead of away from us. The 
fow of gold is in the end a question cf 
price level and nothing else.

A special police- 
man was on guard at the time, and no re- 
port of illicit gaming was made by the po- 
liceman. It was against the policy of the 
hotel to allow gaming. 

In reply to a question from Captain Eng- 
lish the witness stated that a policeman 
had always been on guard at the Kimball 
house. Captain Russell occcupied this po- 
sition at that time, 

Mr. Z. B. Moon next testified. He gave the 
name of one ef his friends who was victim- 
ized ‘by Harp. O’Rear was the b sl of the 
man. Moon informed Mr. Looney, 
brought it before the grand jury. 

Mr. T. S. Bonham, clerk of the city crim- 
inal court, next testified that he had never 
heard of equeezing revenue from violators 
of the law.

The County Commissioners Will Hold 
Their Regular Meeting Today. 


THERE'LL BE SOME HOT SPEECHES 


Chairman Coliier and Commissioner Spald- 
ing Returned Last Nignt—‘That Fi- 
nance Committee Report. 


There will be a meeting of the county 
commissioners this morning, and a right 
lively meeting it will be. 

The regular meeting day each month is 
the first Wednesday and last Wednesday 
was the day set for the second meeting of 
the new board. On account of the ab- 
sence from the city of Chairman Collier, 
of the board, and Commissioner Spalding 
the meeting was postponed until today. 

There will be a report of the finance 
committee made and it is said that the 
new members are going to make some de- 
cidedly peppery speeches. 

There is one transaction of the old 
board that seems to have caused some lit- 
tle discussion. During the latter part of 
last year the board purchased about 300 
acres of land to be used as poorhouse 
property. For this land $18,000 was paid. 
In the last recommendations of the grand 
jury there was decided reference made to 
the poorhouse property. It was recom- 
mended that 200 acres of the property be 
sold in order to secure money for the 
erection of additional buildings, which ap- 
pear to be badly needed. 

It is said that some of the commissioners 
regard the action of the grand jury as a 
slap in the face and it has aroused them. 
The property for which $18,000 was paid by 
the county sold in 1890 for $8,200. At an 
administrator’s sale only a few days ago 
property adjoining this sold for less than 
half the amount per acre than that pur- 
chased by the county. It is a matter of 
rumor that this purchase of the county’s 
will be attacked and an effort made to 
have it compromised. Chairman Collier 
and Commissioner Spalding both reached 
the city last night and will be in atter- 
dance.

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| DOWN CAMB THE WALL 


Part of the Wall of Old Fire Engine 
House No. 1 Collapses. 


NARROW ESCAPE OF THE INMATES 


The Building Was Ruined bythe Fal! and 
Will Have to Be Rebuilt—Re- 
moving the Goods. 


A huge slice, ten feet wide and running 
from foundation to cornice, dropped out of 
the railroad side of the old engine house 
No. 1, adjoining the Broad street bridge, 
and toppled down the high embankment 
upon the railroad tracks and some freight 
cars below, about 3:30 o'clock ar 
afternoon. 

No one was underneath the 
it fell. If it had fallenthe day before, the 
eight or ten workmen engagedin removing 
the debris of the wrecked retaining wall, 
which fell Saturday night, would have been 
buried underneath the mass of brick and 
timber. 

As it was, 


wall when 


no one was hurt. The build- 
ing fell practically Without warning. Just 
a few minutes before it fell those inside felt 
it give way just the least bit and rushed 
out. 

In the very center of the wall the dirt 
about ten feet of the founda- 
tion had dropped out, and the granite 
foundation was suspended in the air, only

held together by the cohesive power of the 
mortar. The building sagged at this point 
and it did not require an expert to tell that 
it was only a question of time until the wall 
would covlapse 

Every one who passed the building 
before yesterday and saw the workmen en- 
gaged in removing the dirt below remark- 
ed that it was a venturesome ching to do, 
as the wall was likely to fall at any time. 
It was watched almost constantly by a 
curious crowd on the bridge, who expected 
it to fall at an moment. 

Few people saw the collapse yesterday. 
The day was so cold and tne wind so high 
on the Broad street bridge that people hur- 
ried past it. A great slice just above the 
spot where tHe dirt had dropped away 
cracked loose from the stronger portion of 
the building and glided smoothly from its 
place. It crashed downward with mighty 
force. Two half-loaded freight cars on the 


day 


the debris. ‘The collapse laid bare the in- 
terior of two rooms that were occupied by 
the Atlanta Engraving Company. fFortu- 
nately, no one was in either of the rooms 
when the wall fell. 

Ten minutes after the wall fell a dozen 
men rusned up the stairway and into the 
offices of the engraving company. They 
were bent upon saving the papers and fur- 
niture fn the rooms, and at great peril they 
removed the various things of value. 

The side of the rooms next to the bridge 
was entirely gone and the ficoring, torn 
k«<cse, hung downward toward the railroad 
track. The venturesome men went all 
throvgh these rooms, removing every arti- 
cle. Three or four men worked busi’y in 
the storeroom of Dimmock & Wallace be- 
Icw, removing the stock of goods. A large 
crowd gathered on the bridge and gazed 
at the wrecked building, expecting each 
moment to see 
topple down. 
of brick would fall and the crowd would 
surge forward, thinking that the entire wall 
was going to fall. Every one expected to 
see the daring men who were removing the 
valuables from the building buried in the 
wreck which at that time seemed inevita- 
ble. 

The matter was at once reported to Chief 
Engineer Clayton and he hurried into the 
rocm where the tria! of the detectives was 
in progress and notified Mayor Porter King. 
Mayor King was excused from the investi- 
gation and in cumpany with Hogineer Clay- 
ton hurried to the building. At a glance 
lengineer Clayton realized the danger and 
told the mayor that it was madness for 
the men to risk themselves in the building, 
that it might fall at any moment. ; 

Mayor King ordered every one to leave 
the building and had ropes stretched around 
the front and along the Broad street bridge 
so as to keep any one from getting within 
range of the menacing wails. City En- 
gineer Clayton says the wall is almest cer- 
tain to fall: 

The building inspectors deny the published 
Statement in an afternoon paper that they 
pronounced the wall of the builaing safe. 

“On the contrary,” said Inspector Pitt- 
man last night, ‘“‘we pronounced the build- 
ing unsafe and advised that braces be 
placed under the walls while the retaining 
wall was being built. lf they had acted 
on our recommendation the wail would nut 
have fallen.” 

The Atlanta Engraving Compond and The 
Fnancial Index were damaged to some ex- 
tent ‘by the loss of papers and injury to 
furniture. The office of The Index was 
almost entirely obliterated, but Editor Ed 
A. Richards managed to rescue the most 
valuable ot the contents of his office. 

Mr. Zed Harrison was in his office—the 
Atlanta ‘Engraving Company’s office— 
when he heard the building crack. He ran 
into the rear room and warned the two 
lady stenographers. They hurried out of 
the building. The wall fell about the time 
they reached the sidewalk. Mr. Harrison 
left his coat in the building, and although 
it was very cold, he went back after it. 

It was feared that the two stoves in the 
building would set fire to the strucure and 
the fire department was called. Chief 
Joyner refused to allow his men to go in- 
side the building on account of the dan- 
ger and his action was endorsed by every 
one present. 

Mr. Richards went up the stairway and 
was followed by a drunken man, who sug- 
gested that they rescue Mr. Richarus’s 
desk, which was at the outer edge of the 
floor. The project seemed a mad one, but 
the man was in earnest and Mr. Richards 
joined him and they brought the desk out. 
Mr. Richards and Mr. Harrison secured a 
small force of assistants and succeeded in 
removing all of their office fixtures.

April will be ready to begin business. 

The amount of capital stock that will be 
named in the petition for a charter is $50,- 
000, and the privilege of increasing this 
will be asked for. There will be a board 
of directors, a president, a vice president, 
a@ secretary and a treasurer, 

Foreman Cummings, of No. 1, is the man 
who is responsible for the company, and 
that his idea will prove entirely success- 
ful is not to be doubted for an instant. 
The company will be just what its name 
implies—that and nothing more. The mem- 
bers of the company will be members of 
the fire department. It is intended to con- 
duct the business of the company just as 
the affairs of the regular loan and invest. 
ment companies are conducted, 

Each share of stock will represent $100 
and every man that goes into it will have 
to take four shares. The amount required 
each month will be $2.50 on each share, or 
$10 for the four shares. Already on the 
list which Foreman Cummings has there 
are the names of enough firemen to rep- 
resent $550 per month, and when the list 
is closed there will be a subscription of not 
less than $600 per month coming into the 
company's treasury. 

It is the intention of the promoters of the 
scheme to purchase Atlanta real estate 
and hold it or sell as may be deemed most 
profitable. It is estimated that not less 
than $7,000 will be raised the first year. It 
will require forty months for the payment 
of all the stock ana at the end of that 
time the company will have invested not 
less than $25.000. The membership of the 
company will be limited entirely to mem- 
bers of the fire department. It is possible 
that members of the department will re- 
tire from service before their stock is al 
paid up, In this event they can retain 
their stock or sell it, as they desire. In 
the event that they desire to sell it it will 
be required of them that the stock be of- 
fered first to the association and the mem- 
bers, 

There is a feature about the Firemen’s 
Real Estate and Investment Company that 
no other company of its kind can possibly 
possess. The only expense connected with 
this company will be that of stationery. 
There will be no office rent and none of the 
officers will be put on salary.It is a co- 
operative, non-salaried compony. The 
board of directors and all the odicers will 
be elected from among the firemen. 

The formation of such a company has 
been under discussion for several days and 
has now taken positive direction, There 
will be a meeting either tomorrow or the 
early portion of next week, at which time 
officers and directors will be elected.

He Was Sentenced in Fairburn Yes- 
trday and Brought to Atlanta.

state against Joe Dean yesterday. 

Murderer Dean was taken from Fulton 
county jail yesterday morning, placed on 
trial at once in Fairburn and yesterday 
afternoon had been sentenced to hang and 
was back in Fulton county jail, where 
services were held over him by Rev. J. D. 
Garrison. 

It was feared that there might be an at- 
tempt made to lynch Dean and Governor 
Atkinson arranged with the railroad au- 
thorities to have the early morning train,

was no one about when the prisoner, in 
charge of Sheriff Camp and his posse, ar- 
rived. Dean did not want to go yesterday 
morning, but begged to be allowed t re- 
main in Atlanta. He said that he was 
perfectly willing to plead guilty and to be 
hung legally, but that he did not want 
to be hung by a mob. 

There were no demonstrations of vio- 
lence, however, and then Dean was put 
on trial. He entered a plea of guilty and 
was sentenced to hang on March Ist, just 
three weeks from today. 

Dean is a great big, mild-mannered negro 
and looks far from being a murderer. He 
talks in a very gentle fashion. 

“I plead guilty,” he said yesterday. “I 
killed Mr. Leigh, but I don’t know why 
I did it. I wanted money—that’s all. If I 
had had $5 I wouldn’t have killed him. 

“f ean’t realize that I’ve killed him. I 
know that I did wrong and that it was for 
money, but somehow I can’t realize that 
I have killed him. 1 am ready to be hung. 
I deserve it according to law and I am 
ready to be punished accordingly. 1 am 
ready for the law to take its way.” 

Rev. J. D. Garrison held services with 
Dean yesterday afternoon and prayed for 
him. He also held services over Will 
Myers and says that Myers expresses hope 
of salvation and a new trial.
